ELBA KAS CHANCF TO MAKE DEMOCRACY WORK 

With the youth of Elba and the United States in Korea 
shedding their blood for Democracy, the folks at home 
often wonder what they as individuals can do to advance 
the case for our form of government as against Commu- 
nism. A person often feels his voice will be lost in the 
shouting of millions as we roar down the road to a terrible 
war with Russia. 

But right here in Elba, at the end of our noses, is an op- 
portunity to work out a problem that has vexed the com- 
munity for a good while. This refers to the telephone ser- 
vice which members of the Lions Club, and others, have 
been trying-to improve 

On Feb. 1, at 9:30 o'clock in the morning in Montgo- 
mery, the Public Service Commission of the State of Ala- 
bama will hold a public hearing to determine whether or 
not the telephone company should be allowed to increase 
its rates. This is an ideal opportunity for the community 
to take the facts before a board which sets down regulations 
governing public utilities here, 

The Lions Club, City Council, Merchants Association, 
women’s clubs and individuals not affiliated with any or- 
ganization should name committees to go to work and get 
the facts for presentation at the hearing Feb. 1. Then as 
many veople as possible should drive to Montgomery and 
pe present at the hearing to show the public officials and 
telephone company representatives that the town of Elba 
is awake to its responsibilities, knows what the telephone 
service should be and at the same time make certain that 
public officials know both sides of the question. 

Certainly, attorneys for the telephone company will be 
armed with statistics and factual information to support 
their request for a raise in rates. Their case will have its 
merits and after hearing the arguments, Elbans might 
agree with the company that higher rates are necessary. 

At the same time complete information as to the num- 
ber of persons on the waiting list for telephones, how long 
they have been waiting and factual data on long distance 
service should be on hand for presentation at the hearing. 

To sit in Elba and gripe because the telephone service 
is bad is not enough. Knocking the telephone company 
without hearing its side of the story is not the proper way 
of doing it. This divides America as Russian propagandists 
like to see us split-—the little follow cursing big business 
and capitalism.
